VOTERS

There is a song entitled “I Be-“ 
leve” and a radio program with 
the same title that was popular 
for several months.

To me this would seem tragic 
if I did not know from experience 
that many parents, nany >specially, 
who are active in the PTA, possess 
an insight and understanding of 
child behavior and the -earning 
process comparable to that of cur 
best trained teachers. 


I believe our job,as parents and 
teachers is ohe uf complete cooper- 
ation and frequent meeting to- 
gether to better understand the 
basic principles of child train- 
ing. When we do so we find we 
have much in common in striving 
to make our concept of democratic 
government and way of life a 
reality through building the es- 
sential structure of inner dignity 
and strength from childhood or 
through life. 


This has always been the job of 
the consecrated teacher and just 
.as surely that of the dedicated par- 
“ent. I believe that, with God as 
our light, together we can tale 
guard our precious heritage of 
democracy by passing on te our 
youth through our homes, schoo!s, 
churches and community life, the 
fundamental concept of the 
nity of the individual ye) ee 
justed in his physical and 
environment.

It can be ,discussed and 
summed up very concisely by say- 
ing that disease and filth are the 
closest of buddies; it’s hard for one 
to get along without the other.
